Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . 

On the 15th of April, 1971, information was received by 
the Police that the gang of dacolt Phaddi Raja was hiding in 
village Bhojpura, A police party including Shri Ram Dayal, 
Constable, was detailed for searching the dacoit gang in the 
early morning of 16th April, 1971. When the Polcie party 
were checking probable haunts of the dacoit, they were tired 


upon by the dacoits from a close range. The dacolts were 
hiding in a nala. Even though the police party was on an 
open ground, they remained undeterred. Finding that the 
dacoits will take advantage of their position in the nala and 
would escape, Shri Ram Dayal made an effort to take position 
in the nala in order to cut off the escape route of the dacoits- 
In this attempt he came face to face with the dacoits, but he 
continued to exchange fire with them in disregard of his 
personal safety. During the course of the firing, Shri Ram 
Dayal sustained a bullet injury and was killed on the spot- 


In this encounter, Shri Ram Dayal exhibited exemplary 
gallantry and courage and laid down his life while discharging 
nis duties.

No. 4/7/71-ri/.S(/L). — The rules for a competitive 
examination lo be held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission in 1972, for selection of Released Emergency 
Commissioned Officers /»hort Service Commissioned Officers 
who were Com missioned in the Armed Forces after 1st 
November, 1962, bm before loth January, 1968, for the 
purpose oi filling vacancies reserved for them in the Indian 
Forest Service are published for general information, 

2. The number of vacancies to be Idled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by the 
Commission. 

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scneduled Castes/ lribes mean any oi ihe Castes/Iiibcs 
memioned in Uie u.onsutuuun (bcaeduicd Castes) Graer, 
jsou, l . up constitution (Scneauied castes j (Part c States j

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Pub- 
lic Service Commission in the manner prescribed hi Appen- 
dix U to these Rules. 

4. Subject to the provisions of these Rules, 

(ij Emergency Commissioned Otliceis who were com- 
missioned in the Armed Forces after 1st November 
1962 but before 10th January, 1968 and who have 
been released during the years 1970 and 1971 will 
be eligible to appear at the examination, 

(ii) Short Service Commissioned Officers who were 
commissioned in the Armed Forces afler 1st Nov- 
ember 1962 bul before 10th January, 1968 and who 
have been released during the years 1970, 1971 or 
1972 ptior to the date ot this notillcalion or are due 
lo be released thereafter till the end of 1972 will be 
eligible to appear at the examination. 

Note 1. — For the purpose of these Rules, ‘release’ means : 

(i) release as per the scheduled year of release, 

(ii) invaJidmem owing to a disability attributable to or 
aggravated by military service, 

from the Armed Forces after a spell of service, and not dur- 
ing or at ihe end of training, or during or at the end of 
Short Service Commission granted to cover the period of 
such training prior to being taken in actual service, nor does 
it cover cases of office rs released on account of misconduct, 
or inefficiency or at their own request. 

Note 2. — The expression “scheduled year of release" 
means : — 

(i) in so far as it relates to the Emergency Commis- 
sioned Officers the year in which they are due for 
release in accordance with the phased .programme 
approved by the Government of Judia in the 
Ministry of Defence; and 

(ii) in so far as it relates to the vSbort Service Com- 
missioned Officers, the year in which their normal 
tenure oi 3 or 5 years as the case may be us Short 
Service Commissioned Officers is to exipre. 


Note. 3.— The candidature of a person is liable to be 
cancelled, if after submitting his application, he is granted 
peimanent Commission in me Aimed Forces, or he resigns 
irom me Armed Foices, or he is released therefrom on 
account of misconduct, inefficiency or at his own request. 

-Note 4. — Engineers and Doctors employed under the Cen- 
tral Government or SUne Governments or Government owned 
industrial undertakings who are required to service in the 
Armed Forces tor me minimum prescribed period under the 
Compulsory Liability Scheme and who are granted Short 
Service Commission under the relevant rules during me 
period of such service will not be eligible for admission to

Note 5.— Officers belonging to the Volunteer Reserve 
Forces of the Armed Forces and called upon for temporary 
service will not be eligible lor admission to this examina- 
tion.

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of de- 
fence services personnel disabled in operation dur- 
ing hostilities with, any foreign country or in a dis- 
turbed area and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes and the Sche- 
duled Tribes; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate who 
joined the pre- Commissi on training in tho Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963, is a bona 
fide displaced person from Pakistan; 

(xiv) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate who 
joined the pre-Commission training in the Armed 
Forces or got the Commission (where there was 
only post-Commission training), in 1963, belongs 
to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is 
also a bona fide displaced person from Pakistan;

(xvi) up to a maximum of three yearn if a candidate, who

only post-Commission training;, in 1963 or 1964 
or 1965, is an Indian citizen and is a repatriate 
from Ceylon. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS

7, No candidate shall be permitted to compete more than 
two limes at the examination, die restriction being effective 
from tho examination held in 1968. 

8. A candidate must take the examinations held in the 

year of his release and in the year following the years of 

his release, as his first and second chances respectively. 

9. Notwithstanding anything contained in Rule 8 — 

(i) a candidate released during 1971 may take the 

examination to be held in 1972 as his lirst chance; 

(ii) a candidate invalided owing to a disability attribut- 
able to or aggravated by military service, during 
1970 after the closing date prescribed for receipt 
of applications for the 1970 examination may take 
the examination to be held in 1972 as his first chance.

10, A candidate must hold a Bachelor’s degree with, at least 
one Qf the subjects namely. Botany, Chemistry, Geology, 
Physics and Zoology or a Bachelor's degree in Agriculture, 
or in Engineering of any of the Universities enumerated in 
Appendix I or must possess any of the qualifications men- 
tioned in Appendix I-A subject to the condition stipulated 
therein. 

Note I. — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render bim eligible to ap- 
pear at this examination but has not been informed of the 
result may apply for admission to tho examination. A can- 
didate who intends to appear at such a qualifying examina- 
tion may also apply provided the qualifying examination, 


is completed before the commencement of this examinat^m. 
Such candidates will be admitted to the examination if 
otherwise eligible, but the admission would be deemed to be 
provisional and subject to cancellation if they do not pro- 
duce proof of having passed the examination, as soon as 
possible, and in any case not later than two months afier 
the commencement of this examination. 

Note II. — In exceptional cases the Union Public Service 
Commission may treat a candidate, who has not any of the 
forgoing qualifications, as a qualified candidate provided that 
he has passed examinations conducied by other institutions, 
the standard of which in the opinion of the Commission, 
justifies his admission to the examination. 

Note III. — A candidate who is otherwise qualified but 
who has taken a degree from a foreign university which is 
not included in Appendix I, may also apply to the Commis- 
sion and may be admitted to the examination at the discre- 
tion oC tho Commission. 

11. A candidate serving in the armed forces must submit 
his application for this examination to the Officer Command- 
ing his unit who will forward it to the Union Public Service 
Commission, A candidate who is himself the Officer Com- 
manding his Unit must submit his application through his 
next superior officer. 

All other candidates in Government Service must obtain 
prior permission of the Head of the Department to appear 
for the Examination. 

12. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examina- 
tion shall be final. 

13. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Commis- 
sion, 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature bv any means may disqualify him 
for admission. 

15. A candidate who is or has been declared by the 
Commission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabri- 
cated document or documents which have been tampered with 
or of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material information or of using or attempting 
to use -unfair means in the examination haJi or of mis- 
behaviour in the examination hall or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admission 
to the examination may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to a criminal prosecution : — 

(a) be debarred cither permanently or for a specified 
period ; — 

(i) by the Commission from admission to any 
examination or appearance at any Interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi- 
dates; and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment 
under the Government. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate Rules, if he is already in service under 
Government. 

16. Candidates who obtain such minimum qualifying 
marks in the written examination as may be fixed by the 
Commission in their discretion shall be summoned by them 
for the viva voce. 

17. A candidate who, on the results of the written part of 
the examination, qualifies for the Viva Voce will be separately 
asked by the Ministry of Home Affairs to communicate to 
them the order of preferences in which he would like to be 
considered for allotment to various States. 

18. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, and in 
that order so many candidates as are found by the Commis- 
sion to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended 
for appointment. 

Provided that candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes 
or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the number of 
vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes can not be filled on the basis of the general standard, 
be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard 
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tt^make up the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to 
tile fitness of these candidates for appointment to the Ser- 
vice, irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination, 

19. (a) If on the result of the examination, u sufficient 
number of qualified candidates is not available to fill the 
vacancies reserved for released Emergency Commission/ 
Short Service Commissioned Officers, the unfilled vacancies 
shall be filled in the manner prescribed bv the Government 
in this behalf. 

(b) If Lhe number of qualified candidates is huger than 
the number of vacancies reserved for released Emergency 
commissioned Office r 's/S ho rL Service Commissioned Officers 
the names of those who are not appointed shall be kept on 
the waiting lisL(s) for appointment against the quota of 
vacancies reserved for them in the succeeding year(s). 

20. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Commission in their discretion and the Commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 

21. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in mil respects for appointment to the Service. 

22. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical direct likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service, A candi- 
date who after such medical examination Government or 
the ‘Appointing authority, as the case may be, may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint- 
ed. Any candidate called for the viva vocc by the Commis- 
sion may be required to undergo medical examination. 

Note. — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government Medi- 
cal Officer of the s landing of a Civil Surgeon! before applying 
for admission to the examination. Particulars of the nature of 
the -medical test to which candidates will be subjected before 
appointment and of the standards required are given in 
Appendix IV to these Rules. For the disabled ex-Defence 
Services personnel the standards will be relaxed consistent 
with the requirements of the Service. 

Attention is particularly invited to the condition of medical 
fitness involving a walking test of 25 Kilometres in 4 hours. 

23. No pefroa 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person md the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

24. Candidates are informed that some knowledge of Hindi 
prior to entry into Service would be of advantage in passing 
departmental examinations which candidates have to take 
after entry into Service. 

25. Brief particulars relating to the Service to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination are given 
in Appendix III.

The standard of papers will be such as may be expected of 
a Science/ Engineering graduate of an Indian University.

Candidates will be required to write an essay in English 
Otner questions will be designed to test their understanding 
of English and workmanlike use of words. Passages will 
usually be set for summary or precis. 

(2) General Knowledge 

General Knowledge including knowledge of current events 
and of such matters of every day observation and experience 
in their scientific aspects a* may be expected of an educated 
person who has not made a special study of any scientific 
subject. The paper will also include questions on History of 
India and Geography of a nature which candidates should be 
able to answer without special study. 

Part B 

Viva i ace : The candidates will be examined by a Board 
who will have before them a record of the career of each 
candidate, including service in the Armed Forces. The candi- 
date will be asked questions on matters of general interest 
and his subjects of academic study, as also on his experience 
in the Armed Forces. 7 lie object of the Viva voce is an assess- 
ment of the suitability of the candidate for die Service by a 
Board of competent and unbiased observers. 

2. The technique of the Viva voce is not that of a strict 
cross examination, but of a natural, though directed and pur- 
posive conversation, intended to reveal the mental qualities 
of the candidate, e,g., the intellectual curiosity, critical powers 
of observation and assimilation, balance of judgement, and 
alertness of mind; initiative, tact capacity for leadership; the 
ability for social cohesion; mental and physical energy and 
powers of practical application; integrity of character; and 
other qualities such as topographical sense, love for out-door 
life and the desire to explore unknown and out of way places. 

APPENDIX HI 
( Vide Rule) 25 

The Appendix briefly describes the conditions of service as 
applicable to candidates recruited through the regular Indian 
Forest Service Examination. The seniority and pay of the 
candidates who may be appointed on the results of this exa- 
mination would be regulated in accordance with the special 
orders issued by the Government in this behalf. 

(a) Appointments will be made on probation for a period 
of three years which be extended. Successful candidates 
will be required to undergo probation at such place and m 
such manner and pass such examinations during the period 
of probation as the Government of India may determine. 

Ib) If, in the opinion of Government the work or con- 
duct of an officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that 
he is unlikely to become efficient Government may discharge 
him forthwith. 

(c) On the conclusion of his period of probation. Govern- 
ment may confirm the officer in his appointment or, if his 
work or conduct has in the opinion of Government been un- 
satisfactory Government may either discharge him from the 
Service or may extend bis period of probation for such fur- 
ther period as Government may think fit. 

(d) If the power to make appointments in the Service is 
delegated by Government to any officer that officer may 
exercise any of the powers of Government under clauses (b) 
and (c) above. 


(e) An officer belonging to the Indian Forest Service will 
be liable to serve anywhere in India or abroad either undoi, 
the Central Government or under a State Government.

— Officers of the Indian Forest Ser- 
vice appointed on the basis of Competitive Examination are 
governed by the All India Services (Death-c«m- Retirement 
Benefits) Rules, 1958. 

APPENDIX IV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 
( Vide Rule 22) 

(These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
'Hie regulations are also intended to provide guidelines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations can- 
not be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a Medi- 
cal Board to recommend to the Government of India for 
reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may be admit- 
ted to service without disadvantage to Government. It should, 
however, be clearly understood that the Government of India 
reserve to themselves , absolute discretion to reject or accept 
any candidate after considering the report of the Medical 
Bocard. For the disabled ex-Defence Services personnel the 
standards will be relaxed consistent with the requirements of 
the Service ) . 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perfor- 
mance of the duties of his appointment. 

2. Walking test. — The candidates will be required to 
qualify in walking test of 25 Kilometers to be completed in 
4 hours. The arrangement for conducting this test will be 
made by the Inspector General of Forests, Government of 
India so as to synchronise with the sittings of the Medical 
Board. 

3. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures are considered most suitable as a, guide in the 
examination of the candidates. If there be any disproportion 
with regard to height Weight and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the 
chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. 
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iW- All question papers must be answered in English. 

5. Candidates must write the ropers in their own hand. In 
no dr cum stances, will they be allowed th* help of a scribe to 
write the answers for them. 

(b) The minimum standard for height and chest girlh 
without which candidates cannot be accepted, fore as 
follows : —

men) 


The minimum height prescribed is relaxable in case of 
candidates belonging to races such as Gorkhas, Garwalis, 
Assamese, Nagaland Tribals. etc., whose average height is 
distinctly lower. 

4. The candidates height will be measured as follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be 
depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under 
the horizontal bar and the height will be recorded 
in centimetres and parts of a centimetre to halves. 

5. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder blades 
behind and lie in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. Tire arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape. 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimetres 84-89, 86-93.5 etc. In recording the 
measurements fractions of less than half centimetre 
should not be noted. 

N.B . — The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

6. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fractions of a half of a kilogram 
should not be noted. 

7. The candidate’s eye-sigh L will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules. The result of each test will be 
recorded : — 

(i) General . — The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 

a general examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will 
be rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye-lids or contiguous structure 
of such a sort as to render, or likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acuity.—' The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will be 
examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eve vision of the candidates shall, however, be 
recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authority 
in every case, as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to the condition of the eye.

(1) Fundus Examination .— Wherever possible fundus 
examinations will be carried out at the discretion of the 
Medical Board and results recorded.

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red, signal green and 
white colours. The use of Ishihara’s plates, shown in good 
light and suitable lantern like Edrige Green’s shall be con- 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
either of the two tests may ordinary be considered sufficient, 
in respect of the services concerned with road, rail and air 
traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In doubt- 
ful cases where a candidate fails to qualify whep tested by 
only the one of the tests, both the tests should be employed. 

(3) Field of vision. — The field of vision shall be tested in 
respect of all services by the confrontation method. Where 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results, the field of 
vision should be determined on the perimeter. 

(4) Night Blindness. — Night blindness need not be tested 
as a routine, but only in special cases. No standard test for 
the testing of night-blindness or dark adaption is prescribed. 
The Medical Board should be given the discretion to impro- 
vise such rough tests, e.g, recording of visual acuity with 
reduced illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darkened room after he/sbe has been 
there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates* own statements 
should not alwavs be relied upon but they should be given 
due consideration. 

*5) Ocular conditions other than visual acuity . — (a) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is likely 
to “os ult in lowering the visual acuity should be considered 
as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma. — Trachoma, unless complicated, shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification, 

(c) Squint. — As the presence of binocular vision is essen- 
tial. squint, even if the visual acuity is of the prescribed 
standard, should be considered as a disqualification, 

(d) One-rvcd persons. — The employment of one-eyed in j 
dividuals is not recommended, 

8. Blood Pressure, 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the average 
is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 1 10 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 
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N B — As a general rule anv systolic pressure over 140 
mm and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as suspi- 
cious and the candidate should be hospitalised by the Board 
before giving their final opinion regarding the candidate's 
fitness or otherwise. The hospitalization report should indi“ 
cate whether the rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature 
due to excitement etc., or whether it is due to any organic 
disease. In all such cases X-mv and eleclrocardfographic 
examinations of heart and blood urea clearance test should 
also be done a** a routine. The final decision as to the fitness 
or otherwise of a candidate will, however, rest with the medi- 
cal board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
use as a rule. The measurement should not be taken 
within fiften minutes of any exercise or excitement. Pro- 
vided the patient, and particularly his arm is relaxed he 
may be either lying or sitting. The arm 13 supported com- 
fortably at the patient’s side in a more or less horizontal 
position. The arm should be freed from the clothes to the 
shoulder. The cuff completely deflated should be applied 
with the middle of the rubber over the inner side of the arm, 
and its lower edge an inch or two above the bend of the 
elbow. The following turns of cloth bandage should spread 
evenly over the bag to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethescope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it bcloWj but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 m.m. Hg. and then slowly deflat- 
ed. The level at which the column stands when soft succes- 
sive sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure, When 
more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to 
increase in intensity, The level at which the well -heard clear 
sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents the 
diastolic pressure, The measurements should be taken in a 
fairlv brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the cuff 
is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking, if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
afrer complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level, they may dis- 
appear as a pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level. 
This ‘Silent Gap* may cause error in rending), 

9. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the results recorded. Where a 
Medical Board finds sugar present in a candidate’?* urine by 
the usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the 
examination with all its other aspects and will also specially 
note anv signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes, Tf except 
for the glvcosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to 
the standard of medical fitness required they may pass the 
candidate "fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist In Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations, 
clinical and laboratory, he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
oninion to the Medical Board, upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “fit” or “unfit". The candidate 
will not be required to appear In person before the Board on 
the second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication it 
mav he necessary to retain a candidate for several days in 
hospital under strict supervision. 

10. A woman candidate who as. a result of test Is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over should be 
declared temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She 
rhouid be re-examined for fitness certificate six weeks affi*r 
the date of confinement sulfate to the production of a medi- 
cal certificate of fitness from a registered medical practitioner. 

1 1 . The following additional points should be observed : — 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear Is good and 

that there U no sign of disease of the ear. In case 
it is defective the candidate should be examined bv 
the ear specialist. Provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable bv operation or bv use of a 
hearing aid. a candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
thaf account provided he/she has no progressive 
disease in ' the ear; 

(b> that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his/he^ teeth are in good order and that he/she 
ic provided with dentmes where necessary for 
effective mastication (well filled teeth will be con- 
sidered as sound): 


(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest expansh^ 
sufficient; and that his heart and lungs are sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

(f) that he is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 
degree of vancocele, varicose veins or piles; 

(h) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 
developed and that there is free and perfect motion 
of all his joints; 

(i) that he doeg not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(i) that there is no congenital malformation or defect; 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease,

Medical Board's Report 

.-The following intimation ia made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

T The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service if any 
of the candidate concerned. ‘ 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be that he 
has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him, or likelv to unfit him for that 
service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness in- 
volves the future ns well m the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service, and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death. Tt is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec- 
tive service, and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of the presence of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cases is 
found to interfere with continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the Medi- 
cal Board whenever a woman candidate Is to be 
examined. 

The report of the Medical Board should be treated m 
confidential. 
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In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service the grounds for 
rejection may bo communicated to the candidate in 
broad terms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service cun be cured by treatment (medical or surgi- 
call a siaiement to that effect should be recorded 
by ihe Medical Board. There is no objection to a 
candidate being informed of the Board’s opinion to 
this effect by the appointing authority and when a 
cure has been affected it will be open to the autho- 
rity concerned to ask for another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared “Tem- 
porarily Unfit” the period specified for re-ex anima- 
tion should not Qidinarih exceed six months at the 
maximum. On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared tem- 
porarily unfit for a further period but a final decision 
in regard to their fitness for appointment or other 
wise should be given,

No. 10/1/12-CS.IL — The rules for a special competitive 
examination to be held bv the Institute of Secretariat Train- 
ing & Management in 1972 for the purpose of filling tempo- 
rary vacancies in Grade III of the Central Secretariat Steno- 
graphers’ Service, are published for general information. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Institute of 
Secretariat Training & Management in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix I to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will.be held shall be fixed by the Institute. 


3. (1) A candidate must beeither 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, o r 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before the
